Representative Charles S. Hartuian, 


of Montana, who left the Bepab Hoan 
National Convention when it declared 
for the gold standard, states what he 
believes Congress will do at the com- 
ing session with reference to financial 
measures. He says he has no doubt 
that the House will pass a financial 
bill, in faot it will pass whatever meas- 
areitia told to pass. It will be told 
to pass it bill embodying in substance 
the scheme of the Indianapolis Bank- 
ers' Convention, which has been made 
by adopting the policy of the Republi- 
can Administration. The scheme has 
three main provisions, one of which is 
the perpetual maintainance of the gold 
standard, for which all bimetallists 
who still adhere to the Republican 
party will be called upon to vote, 
other is the retirement of greenbacks 
and Treasury notes, fnr which at leas' 
one hundred members o£ Congress 
who are opposed to it, will vote under 
orders given them to do so. The third 
is to transfer to the banks the right to 
issue all paper money used by the peo 
pie.The Constitution gives to Congress 
and to Congress only, the right to coin 
money and to regulate the value there 
of. 
That power, according to Mr 


Hartmau, a Congress elected by th 
money trnsv proposes to delegate t 
the money trust. 
Greenbacks and 


Treasury notes, which bear no Interest 
and which are issued direct by the 
Government, are to be retired and the 
money trust is to be authorized to 
issue what paper money it can loan at 
profitable interest ou good security, 
that taper money to be securer! by 
n<<u-tu.\abU>, 
luturett-bejnug l'imch, 


the people to puy tU« interest. Tnat if 
wlmt 
the 
Indinnapoli* convention, 


which was ruu by the money trufat, de- 
oided upon and which the President 
and the Congress elected by the trust 
has adopted as the policy of the Gov- 
ernment. 


The only obstacle in the way of this 


scheme is the United States Senate. 
That body, notwithstanding its sub 
servienoy to the sugar triifct, is DOS yet 
owned by the money trust, and it may 
defeat its attempt to get foil control 
of the financial affairs of Hie Govern 
ment and make money suarco and dear 
or plentiful and cheap, as it may find 
most profitable.

OUR CAVALRYMEN BEST. 


French Horses, However, Are Superior to 


Those Used Here. 


Tlie French horseman does not ride 


as -\vell as his prototype in the United 
States regular army, but the horses of 
tho French army are better and more 
serviceable than those in the United 
States. The Jialf bred barbs of tho 
chasseurs are up to any amount of work, 
aud the heavier Normans and Bretons 
of the dragoons and cuirassiers, although 
perhaps too light for the weight they 
carry, are splendid specimens of horse- 
flesh. The 3?rench artillery—believed 
elsewhere than in Prnnce to be the corps 
d'elite of the army—was beyond praise. 
The physique of tho personnel of the 
field and horse batteries is superior to 
that of tho line, and the average effi- 
ciency of the officers is higher. 
Tho 


etuel guii that it is armed with is a 
most effective weapon—the fieldpiece 
of 90 mm., weighing 10,48 hundred- 
weight, and firing a 17.98 pound com- 
mon shell, 18.6 pound shrapnel; the 
lorse artillery gun weighing 8.86 hun- 
Iredweight, with a 18 15 pound coins 
nion shell and a 18.84.shrapnsl 


Tho large number of batteries at- 


:ached to an army corps—more than 
four guns to 1,000 infantry and cav- 
alry—is not the only indication that 
;he French place great reliance upfin 
;aeir artillery. Tho batteries as they 
inarched past presented an adnnra- 
alo appearance. 
The old maxim of 


'spit and polish" was not as mi- 
nutely carried out as is tho case with 
tho batteries of the United States regu- 
lar army. Tho steel harnes and collar 
chains wore in. some instances not as 
bright as they might have boon, nor 
were the leather harnesses absolutely 
immaculate, but the horses are beyond 
criticism, and everything pertaining to 
each piece and each caisson is thorough- 
ly serviceable and businesslike.—New 
York Tribune. -

WliaTTyplioid fever Costs. 


A correspondent of the Washington 


Post gives the following appalling ty- 
phoid statistics: Every year in the 
United States 400,000 people are sick 
with typhoid fever. Forty thousand of 
them die. They are sick 28 days on an 
average out of every 865 days. Thus 
we have 11,200,000 days of sickness 
from this disease. 


Every case of this sickness means one 


mouth, generaljjy two months, of idle- 
ness. If the wages of tho patient are 
only BO cents a day, there is a loss of 
$15 a month. Generally this sickness 
means a loss of wages in two mouths1 
time of $60 or $80. The average loss of 
wages for six weeks would bo |50 Add 
to this the doctor's bill, which is any- 
where from §60 to §100—we will say 
?60. If tho patient lives in the city aud 
las a trained nurse for only three weeks, 
:hero is another $43. Ten dollars f or 
;he prepared food, ice, niilk, etc., 
Drings this moderate bill up to $ 105 
Multiply this by tho number of people 
sick, and wo can see every year in (he 
United Slates $G 0,000,000 lost to pa- 
;ients by the inroads of this one disease 


The Most CoBtly Frnlta. 


Hothouse grapes are the costliest of 


fruits. They are never less than 75 
cents a pound, and when they are most 
costly, in February and March, they 
sell for 59 a pound, sometimes going as 
high as §10 a pound. At prices ranging 
up to §2 a pound there is a ready sale 
for them. At the higher prices they are 
sold almost exclusively for tho use of in 
valids. There is a sale for all that ara 
produced, but the production is groat, 
and the vines may die from exhaustion 
after a single season of forcing. 


The nest most costly fruit is the hot- 


house peach. Hothouse peaches sell in 
February at f 2.50 each. They are usec 
mainly by invalids, but such peaches 
are also often sold for gifts. They are 
presented as flowers or as bonbons wonlc 
be. Three or four peaches are packed in 
cotton and set off with a few peach 
leaves in a handsome box. Hothouse 
peaches run down to about 60 cents each 
in April nnd May, when we begin to 
get tho first of the peaches from the 
south.—New York Snn.

The bubble, however, is not of equal 


thickness at all points, and it is for this 
reason tbat it lias the various cblorsi' 
For instance, wherever the film is 
orange.red it measures about, threeimil-: 
lionths of an 'inch; where it,is blue, 
eighty one-millionths of an inch, and 
nt a point where lemon yellow is^prom- 
inent about twenty oue-inillionths of an 
inoh.

'*-You will be glad to know, the source 
of the.beautifulcolors."Everyone is de- 
lighted with-them, even if hot interest- 
ed by the explanation of their origin. 
Wo may say .that they conie from the 
light. Light gives color to all ^objects, 
but not exactly as it does to the soap 
bubble. White light from 'the sun can 
Bo brokenf into 'the seven -colors which 
we:havo • seen in the rainbow. ; In that 
instance, the. raindrops separate it into: 
its; parts. A glass .prism will -do the 
same, as you may .prove by looking 
through a glass ponclaiit from a hanging 
lamp. When the light reaches the sur- 
face of the soap bubble, a part is reflect- 
ed from it, and we see images on its 
surface .as if it were a curved mirror. 
Another portion of the light, however, 
enters the film and is separated so that 
parts of tho seven colors are thrown 
into tho bubble; and we can see them at 
various portions of the opposite surface.1 
Another part of the light, after being, 
broken by the 'film, is reflected- by its 
inner surface back to our ' eyes, so that 
we sec color's at the point where the 
light enters.—Jacob F.'Bucher in St.

performance

•whenconsidered in total!' A blacksmith' 
jitrikes.sevefal thousand blows on Ins 
anvil in a day and is right glad when 
'Sunday comes around,, but. the:.roller 
jewel of a watch makes every day . and 
day after day 432,000 impacts, against 
the fork, or 157,680,000 blows in a, year 
without stop-or rest, or 8,153,600,000 
in tho short space of SO years. -

Bristle) From Abroad. 


Almost all the bristles used in this 


country in the manufacture of hrushe 
arc imported, and notwithstanding th 
increased production of pork in th: 
country the supply of American bristle 
is now even smaller than it formerl 
was Hogs are fattened and killed y oun 
in this country, nad with the eonstan 
and widespread improvement ol th 
breeds here the hogs have run less t 
bristles. Some extensive packers collec 
bristles, hut the American supply 
probably loss than 1 per cent of tho con 
sumption. The longest Amtrican bris 
ties are about 4 % inches in length. 


Imported bristles come frn>u varion 


parts of Russia, hut most laigcly fror 
Poland and north Germany Some liner 
rof t bristles coino from France. The bul 
of the supply comes from cold countries, 
where the 'hogs arc well "protected by 
thick coats, and many of the bristle 
are those of wild hogs. The hogs shed 
flieir coats as many other animals do 
and there are men who gather the bns 
ties of wild hogs, knowing their haunt 
and whero the bristles are to bo found 
Other bristles are collected in the ti&ua 
manner when the hogs are killed. The 
>ristles are subjected to various proc 
esses of curing and preparation befon 
they become commercial bristles and 
ready for tho market. 


Imported bristles range from S>£ to 
, inches in length. Various vegetable 


fibers are now usod extensively in the 
nanufacture of cheaper bru&hps, bul 
'or many uses bristles are indispensable 
xnd their importation continues steady. 
—New York Sun.
